- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (If Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when It Is adequately recorded on the Fo'rm or In an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which Informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the sut)stance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's Representative, Richard Aitk, called to inquire about 
the status of the Application. The Attorney discusses that the prior art of record fails to disclose "a set of symbol marics 
including a plurality of symbol marks neighboring to each other to fomn a specified symbol marks having a diameter 
approximately equal to the lateral width of said observation windows and having the symbol mark relatively large in 
comparison with the other symbol marics" The Examiner disagrees and argues that the specification is not the 
measure of the invention and that nowhere in the claims does it recite that the specified symbol marie is relatively large 
in comparison with the other symbols. The claimed limitations, as presented, recite symbol marie having a diameter 
approximately equal to the lateral width of the observation windows. A change in size is generally recognized as being 
within the level of ordinary skill in the art and further a mere change in size is not material for patentability. 
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
